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REMARKS 



With this amendment, claims 1-36 and 105-162 are in this application. Claims 37-104 
have been cancelled without prejudice. <: -- — 



Claim Amendments 

Claims 1, 16, and 28 have been amended for clarity purposes, by deleting unnecessary 
language. New claims 105-162 have been added. New claims 105-113 are supported by 
claims 37-45 as filed. New claims 114 and 115 are supported by claims 81 and 85 as 
filed. New claims 116-162 are supported by claims 46-93 as filed. Therefore, the 
Applicant submits that no new matter has been added. 

Restriction Requirement 

The Examiner requires a restriction under 35 USC § 121. Applicant elects Group I 
claims 1-36 to be examined, together with new claims 105-162 which have been made 
directly or indirectly dependent on some of claims 1-36. Accordingly, reconsideration 
and examination of the present application is respectfully requested. 

Applicant respectfully requests the Examiner to consider the merits of the Information 
Disclosure Statement (IDS) filed on January 30, 2004. The first three pages of the IDS are 
enclosed to the present response, for the Examiner's ease of reference.
